he came homo with his palls unfilled. 
The morning was wet and cold, there 
were no berries, and putting down his 
palls, the little fellow went to the rail- 
road to sit down and rest. It being a 
better place than the wet damp ground. 
The autopsy showed that his breakfast 
had been scant. 


When first seen by the engineer, he 


lay Inside the rails, sound asleep, with 
a tin pall by his side. The train wjis 
too close for the engineer to stop it and 
It passed over the boy, cutting him 
completely In two. An elder brother 
left home years ago, and.it Is believed 
that Johnnie intended to go also, as ho 
frequently tald, "Some day pupa will 
come home anil not find any little boy."

Lcn- 
nlo May Hankln, 24 years old, was tho 
victim, and tho murderer Is Jamea 
Mitchell. I'S years of age. Both belong 
In Watc-rhury, Ct., where the murdered 
woman has a husband 
living, 
from 


whom *he was seeking a divorce. 


Tho woman 
died 
Instantly, 
but 


Mitchell Is expected to live, as the bul- 
let he fired at himself did not reach tho 
brain, but tore Its way across tho 
frontal bone, probably destroying tho 
sight of both eyes. 
The affair hap- 


pened about 3 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon at tho homo of the woman's 
brother on Townsenil street, where she. 
lived and where Mitchell has been stop- 
ping slnco his arrival In Grafton a 
week aco. He Is a veteran 
of the 


Cuban war. a 
machinist, 
and 
his 


brother Is married to a sister of tb* 
murdered woman. 


At the upper end of the village Is • 


hotel known as tho Grafton Inn. This 
spring when tho hotel opened for sum- 
mer business Mrs. Lennle May nankin 
went there to work. Her brother. Dana 
Mnrgatroy, lives here with his 
wlfo 


and stepdaughter, a comely young wo- 
man named Annie Cope, who worked 
at tho Grafton Inn with Lennle Rank- 
In, both being table girls. 


Yesterday morning Lennlo declared 


she would not work any longer at tho 
Inn and went to Mr. Rlckctt for her 
pay. He urged her not to glvo up her 
place, but she persisted. It Is surmised, 
she Intended to get away from the vil- 
lage to avoid Mitchell. After leaving 
her work at tho hotel Mrs. Rankln 
spent her time In the parlor 
of 
tho 


Murgatroy home, and Mitchell clung 
to her like a dog to Its master. 


After dinner Mrs. Murgatory sat Iri 


the dining room sewing, while Mitchell 
and Mrs. Rankln were in 
the 
front 


room, not 10 feet away, the door part- 
ly open. 
Suddenly Lennle cried out, 


"Don't, don't," and the sound of a 
pistol shot rang through the 
houso. 


Mrs. Murgatory rushed 
toward 
tho 


front door, when she heard another 
shot. Sho ran across the street to the 
house of M. C. nedfield, crying out, 
"Lcnnle is shot, Lennlo is shot." Then 
she fell In a faint on the steps. 


Mr. Kodfleld had been sitting on his 


piazza and also had heard tho shots. 
He ran to the scene of the 
murder. 


Mitchell was not visible, but In her 
chair, with crimson stains running 
down her face, was tho murdered wo- 
man. 
Mr. Kedfleld hurried for Con- 


stable nickctt at tho hotel and tho two 
men shouted for some people on tho 
street to Join them and went to tho 
house. 


Leaving one of the party to watch 


the body. Constable RIckett hastened 
to tho hotel for his revolver, and told 
ono of his men to go down the street 
and ask every man who owned a pistol 
to come at once to the 
Murgatory 


house. A party of 20 to 30 gathered, 
and, after a thorough search of tho 
house, went to the barn, where tho 
crack of a revolver was heard In the 
loft, and, as the men rushed in, a thin 
stream of blood was 
seen 
trickling 


down through the floor. Hidden deep 
in the hay was tho murderer, a jagged 
wound extending across his forehead 
and a smoking pistol, which threatened 
every minute to set fire to the hay, IB 
his hand. 


He was taken to the office of 
tho 


town clerk, and Dr. F. L. Gilbert, the 
only physician in tho village, sum- 
moned. He gave the opinion that 
Mitchell had chance for recovery, al- 
though a slim one.
